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Sports centre will make a splash 


WORK on a new watersports centre in West Bay 
is set to begin, after additional funding for the 
project was approved this week by district coun¬ 
cillors. 

The project, which is being led by Bridport Town 
Council, will include converting the former toilets at 
Fisherman’s Green into changing facilities and storage 
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units for local clubs, and more than £26,000 - on top of 
£20,000 already granted - has now been provided to 
make the plans a reality. 

In addition, new river pontoons will be created to en¬ 
able kayaks to get in and out of the river more easily 
and there will be further funding for internal improve¬ 
ments to the Salt House. 

Councillor Sarah Williams, Leader of Bridport Town 
Council, said work was ready to get underway and that 
the new building should be completed by the summer. 

She said: “The watersports centre will provide space 
for the canoe and gig clubs as well as providing storage 
space for other watersports users, and a new pontoon at 
the rear of the building. 

“This building, the Salt House and Fisherman’s Green 
can now be transferred into the town council’s owner¬ 
ship, from the district council, and we will be installing 
new information boards on the Green. 

“The facilities on offer at the Salt House have been 
improved and we hope that this area will be used for 
more activities throughout the year, both by local resi¬ 
dents and visitors. 


“It is very exciting that we are now able to move for¬ 
ward with this project and the town council is very 
grateful for the support of West Dorset District Council. 

“It is great news that the funding has been agreed to 
allow the plans for the watersports centre to progress 
and we hope that the new building will be completed 
later this summer.” 

The district council's executive committee voted to 
award the project an additional £26,020 on Tuesday 
(May 20th), on top of £20,000 already ear-marked for 
the scheme - 90 per cent of the total cost of the project. 

The majority of the funding - £35,000 - has come 
from the district council’s West Bay Enhancement 
Fund, with a further £5,000 added from its Leisure De¬ 
velopment Fund. 

Councillor Robert Gould, Leader of West Dorset Dis¬ 
trict Council, said the new centre would provide an im¬ 
portant boost for tourism in West Bay. 

He said: “It is great news that West Bay will be getting 
a new watersports centre. I am glad we have been able 
to step in and find the money to help make it happen. 

“We are lucky to live in such a lovely area and good 
facilities will mean even more people will come and 
enjoy West Bay. It should attract more visitors and give 
our economy a further boost.”

Following years of fine dining and shopping 
for produce around the world, he launched Sai¬ 
son! Seasonings in 2012 where he specialises 
in dishing up variations on traditional British 
food. 


• HOW did the idea for Saison! Seasonings come 
about? 

I'm a foodie who's been lucky enough to shop at pro¬ 
duce markets and eat at grand restaurants, in cheap 
cafes, on building sites, on city streets, on country 
roadsides and in people's homes in places from 
Spain to Libya to Sicily, Venice, Greece, Lebanon and 
especiallyTurkey. 

I wanted a quick, convenient way of adding their 
wonderful flavours to our everyday food and came 
up with the idea of adding authentic regional ingre¬ 
dients to salt and pepper, the necessities of good 
seasoning. 

Local farm shops including Washingpool and Felic¬ 
ity's backed me when I first started and their gener¬ 
ous support helped me find a wider public. I'm very 
fortunate to have been taken on by a national dis¬ 
tributor and as sales grow so is the seasonings range, 
which now includes variations on basic British grub 
including stews, fish, roast veg, chops and pies. 

• YOU also appeared on BBC Radio Solent along¬ 
side Katie Martin. How was that? 

Katie was a blast! The only thing is I think I talked too 
much. Katie started a conversation on food and I 
couldn't help myself. I only shut up when she asked 
me if I sneezed while packing pepper. Then all I 
could do was to laugh. 

• YOU also travel to different food festivals with 
your range of seasonings. Where can we see you 
over the next few months? 

Our big launch for this year will be our first ever Sai¬ 
son! Christmas gift packs - Winter Home Cooking, 
Mediterranean Cooking, Cooking with Chilli and Ot¬ 
toman Cooking. We have many new and exciting in¬ 



gredients to source, products to make and labels to 
design for these between now and September so I'm 
holding back from food festivals until Eat Dorset at 
Parham House on October 18th and 19th. 
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• WHAT has been the most exciting thing to hap¬ 
pen in your career so far? 

It was quite a moment when the 2013 "Masterchef" 
winner Natalie came up to my stand at the BBC Good 
Food show in Birmingham last June and bought our 
Lavender & Nutmeg Sugar, Orange, Fennel & Chilli 
Salt and Strawberry & Mint Pepper. Natalie was 
lovely and seemed really interested in talking about 
how flavours work together. We talked for what 
seemed like hours though it can only have been five 
minutes. Five minutes of magic for me! 

• WHAT three items would you like to have on a 
deserted island with you? 

If there isn't room for my own seasonings then firstly 
I'd want salt. Not that I'm always thinking about food 
but we can't do without salt and I know that it'll 
make whatever strange foodstuffs I find taste better. 
Then Turkish red chilli flakes, which I use to boost the 
flavour of almost everything savoury. 

• IF you weren't in the food business, what job 
would you have? 

I'd like to be a soul singer. Nothing makes me happier 
on any given day than listening to Smokey Robinson, 
Marvin Gaye, Bobby Womack and Jimmy Cliff. But 
you wouldn't want to hear me down at the factory 
duetting with them via the radio!

think he's the right person to carry on leading the 
party." 

She continued:"Nick Clegg has become a real hate 
figure. He hasn't stood by ordinary people and has 
not been listening to them. When that happens, his 
position becomes untenable." 

Her comments were also featued on BBC1 's Sunday 
Politics, where Lib Dem president Tim Farron de¬ 
fended Nick Clegg. Former leader Lord Ashdown 
also gave the Deputy Prime Minister his backing. 

Last week's results in council elections across the 
country were followed on Sunday night with the 
news that the Liberal Democrats had lost all but one 
of their MEPs in the European Parliament. 

Casualties included long-standing South West MEP 
Sir Graham Watson, who visited a storm-hit West Bay 
in February in the aftermath of the torrential 
weather at the beginning of the year. 

Seeking to clarify her comments on Tuesday, Coun¬ 
cillor Kayes said: "Firstly, the BBC decided to focus on 
the parliamentary candidates involved and not the 
far larger number of councillors who are signato¬ 
ries - I believe that was unfortunate on their part. 

"Nonetheless, signing an internal party letter ask¬ 
ing Nick to consider his position was, I believe the 
best way to stimulate debate in the party about the 
way forward and for the issues raised to be taken se¬ 
riously. It is only too easy for political leaders to get 
into a bunker mentality and avoid listening. 

"We've seen that with all the main parties in the re¬ 
cent election, and we've seen what the public think 
of it. They want to be listened to. 

"Listening is what we as a party need to do follow¬ 
ing the recent election results. Any party leader 


needs to self-reflect in this way also. My perception 
is that this kind of self-reflection has not yet taken 
place. It needs to. 

"I will happily support any decision taken by the 
party once I am assured that these very serious is¬ 
sues have been considered. 

"I believe that they are now being considered - 
raising them has not been easy but they undoubt¬ 
edly needed to be raised." 

UKIP topped the poll in the South West region, as 
they did across the country. Two UKIP members 
were elected, alongside two Conservatives, one 
Labour and one Green Party candidate. 

The turnout for the election was slightly higher in 
West Dorset (40.65 per cent) than elsewhere in the 
region, where the overall turnout was 37.03 per cent. 

The number of votes cast for each party in the 
South West was: 

• United Kingdom Independence Party-484,184 
(two MEPs elected); 

• Conservative Party - 433,151 (two MEPs elected); 

• Labour Party - 206,124 (one MEP elected); 

• Green Party -166,447 (one MEP elected); 

• Liberal Democrats -160,376; 

• An Independence From Europe - 23,169; 

• English Democrats Party -15,081; 

• British National Party -10,910.

The trailway, developed by sustainable 
transport charity Sustrans, has been de¬ 
signed to encourage more people to 
walk or cycle for their daily commute to 
school or work. 

And the team behind the trailway de¬ 
sign say it will benefit many people 
across the two communities. 

Sustrans Dorset area manager Kevin 
Humphreys said: "This new, off-road, all¬ 
weathercycleway will provide an impor¬ 
tant link between the two communities, 
enabling more people to walk and cycle 
as part of their everyday journeys while 
avoiding a busy and hilly stretch of Sea 
Road North. Nearby Bridport Primary 
School is a Sustrans'Bike It'school and 
will also benefit from this new link." 

The project was funded by Dorset 
County Council's local transport fund in 
conjunction with the Department of 
Transport's'Links to Communities'fund, 
and the completed West Dorset trailway 


will eventually link up towns and villages 
all the way from West Bay to Maiden 
Newton, following the course of a dis¬ 
used railway line.

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West Bay road changes could be lethal' 


CONTROVERSIAL changes made to the road layout on 
West Bay Road have made the junction "potentially lethal" 
for elderly residents and the priority turn must be reverted 
back towards the harbour, campaigners warned this week. 

Members of the West Bay Community Forum, which has 
long opposed the junction redesign, have spoken out 
against council highways bosses who claim the new prior¬ 
ity turn will slow traffic and encourage drivers to use the 
nearby Station Road car park. 

And the manager of a nearby residential home has 
voiced her concerns with safety at the junction, where 
there is no longer a designated crossing for elderly resi¬ 
dents. Instead, a shared surface 'pedestrian-friendly'area 
between the church and the shops has been proposed. 

In a letter to WBCF, Jean Adams, manager at the Harbour

House Residential Care Home, said: "The area of particular 
concern to all of us is the natural crossing point adjacent 
to St John's Church and opposite Harbour Stores. 

"Prior to the disastrous change, there was a natural and 
safe crossing point where anyone, particularly the elderly 
or frail people who are so often using the road, could safely 
stop. 

"Since the change, the crossing has become not only 
fraught with danger, but as the view of the road is no 
longer clear, it is potentially lethal." 


WBCF vice-chairman Michael Nicks said the junction was 
"ridiculous" and echoed residents'concerns. 

He added: "Both councils have stated that the 'new' pri¬ 
ority would encourage people to park in the Station Road 
car park. It is obvious that on busy days this car park is full, 
and vehicles have to leave to find other places to park. 

"We realise that some people in West Bay think that this 
'new' priority is a means of slowing the traffic but we be¬ 
lieve that this is not proved as there appears to be no data 
available stating the number of cars which were speeding 
at this junction prior to the change in priority." 

Summer and winter vehicle counts, carried out by WBCF 
last year and earlier this year respectively, indicate that sig¬ 
nificantly higher numbers of vehicles used the previous 
priority turn as opposed to the'new'one - on a road used 



by more than 500 vehicles an hour during the summer, 
they claim. 

A petition organised by the group last year gathered al¬ 
most 1,500 signatures from residents who wanted to see 
the'pinch point'removed and the priority turn reverted. 

Mr Nicks added: "Our vehicle counts carried out in sum¬ 
mer 2013 and winter 2014 conclusively indicate that many 
more vehicles use the road towards the harbour than any 
other direction. 

"This is a phenomenal amount of vehicles, particularly in 
view of the fact that Dorset County Council and West 
Dorset District Council do not wish to build a crossing but 
refer to a very large area of coloured tarmac where pedes¬ 
trians can wander adjacent to the church and the shops - 
it is common sense that this should not be an area which 
has the potential 'to be thronged with pedestrians'"

Tett said the situation was "disheartening". 

He added: "The district council unanimously supported 
the petition presented by the West Bay Community Forum 
for a change of heart on the part of Dorset County Council, 
but it appears doomed from the outset. The statistics alone 
prove overwhelming evidence for a change back to a right 
hand turn into the Bay. I regret common sense has not pre¬ 
vailed and neither has local democracy."

Shaun Powell, project officer at the Citizens Advice Bureau said: 
"Bogus tradesmen, door-to-door sales or doorstep fraud involves 
fraudsters trying to scam you after knocking at your door. Many honest 
businesses use doorstep selling but so do fraudsters. 

"They may provide a false identity or contact information, making it 
impossible to identify or contact them and if you have paid them in 
advance, it is unlikely you will get your money back." 

He added: "Also, be wary of opening your door to a potential burglar 
or someone who wants to get inside your property to enable other 
people to break in. 

"Once they get through your door, fraudulent salespeople can take 
note of your valuables and any security measures you have in place."

Step forward for LSI 
restoration plans 

PLANS to restore Bridport's Literary 
and Scientific Institute took a step for¬ 
ward this week with the submission of 
the final application for Lottery fund¬ 
ing.

other reports and plans to support the 
bid. 

"The outcome of this application will 
not be known until the HLF Regional 
Panel makes its decision in September. 

"At the same time, planning and listed 
building applications have been sub¬ 
mitted to West Dorset District Council." 

If and when the funding has been se¬ 
cured the registered plans will be avail¬ 
able to view in the district council 
planning offices and online, and the 
BADT will be holding a public exhibi¬ 
tion of the plans at Bridport Town Hall 
on Wednesday, June 4th from 10am to 
2pm.

“The leisure centre will not only reduce 
its carbon footprint significantly, it will 
dissipate its reliance on fossil fuels and 
therefore make savings that other facilities 
would not think possible. 

“This is one of the ‘first’ of its kind to be 
installed in the UK and will definitely be¬ 
come a showpiece to demonstrate how 
swimming pools can be operated in as 
close to a ‘carbon neutral way’ as possible. 
These are truly exciting times.” 

The works will have minimal effect on 
the organisation of the leisure centre and 
Nick Neale commented: “We aim to keep 
disruption to an absolute minimum for all 
existing users, although there may be the 
odd day here and there, where certain fa¬ 
cility areas will be restricted.”

AFTER one of the wettest winters on record, 
the sun finally seems to be shining and we 
look set for some great weather, not just dur¬ 
ing this week's 18th National BBQ Week, but 
also throughout the summer! 

As if on cue the Barbi's have already started 

Barbi Tips From 

1. Hot Tip - A good guide to grill temperatures is the 
hand test. Hold your hand around 6"from the grill; 
if you can only keep it there for around a minute, the 
temperature is too hot, 2- 3 minutes is high and an 
ideal searing heat. 3-4 minutes means a medium 
temperature, ideal for normal grilling. 4-5 minutes is 
fairly warm and good for keeping food warm. Any 
longer and the grill is not ready. 

2. A Long Soak - Marinated food tastes great and 
grills better, as apart from enhanced flavour, it also 
helps protect food against high grill temperatures. 
Normally the longer the better, but a simple tip to 
cut marinating time is to place food in a sealed plas¬ 
tic bag, massage in marinade and place in fridge. 
This cuts marinating time by half. 

3. Low & Slow - BBQ is not a race against time, so 
don't grill too quickly or on too high a heat as this 
causes food to burn on the outside whilst being 
under cooked in the middle. The trick is to 'sear on 
high' and then take it 'low and slow'. It helps if the 


and suddenly everyone seems to want to go 
for the grill! 

Last year there were around 5 million BBQ's 
held across the 17th National BBQ Week and 
current predictions are indicating a signifi¬ 
cant increase on the 2013 level, but we'll see! 

The Grill Master 

grill-bars are well oiled, but don't turn food to often 
as this reduces heat. 

4. Gas or Charcoal? - Most first time BBQ'ers buy a 
simple charcoal grill, but gas grills can now cost 
under £50. So just what's the best? Well; gas is sim¬ 
pler to use and more easily controllable. Whilst char¬ 
coal is more traditional and adds that essential BBQ 
taste. A simple guide is'gas for ease'and'charcoal for 
taste'. 

5. Barbi Parties - Choose a theme, the US, Australia, 
South Africa and South America, especially this 
World Cup year are all good. It also helps that they 
have great wine and beer too! The Caribbean & Mex¬ 
ico are also cool. Remember great Barbi parties are 
based on the three 'B's' - Blues (or any music you 
fancy), Booze & BBQ's. 

6. Follow Smoky Joe - Enhancing that true smoky 
BBQ taste is best done on charcoal by throwing wet 
wood chips, herb branches on the coals.Try different 
types of wood, apple is good or vine clippings. A 


Beef Burger Recipe... 

legg 

1/2 teaspoon salt 
1/2 teaspoon ground 
black pepper 
1 pound ground beef 
1/2 cup fine dry 
bread crumbs 

Preheat an outdoor grill for high heat and 
lightly oil grate. In a medium bowl, whisk together 
egg, salt and pepper. Place ground beef and bread 
crumbs into the mixture. With hands or a fork, mix 

similar, although not quite as good, a similar effect 
can be achieved on a gas grill with a lava rock bed. 

7. Become a real Grill Star - Create some Barbi-the- 
atre, by 'fanning-the-flames'. Quickly press down on 
meats or poultry with a long-handled spatula; this 
releases natural fats, causing a brief'flare-up'. Please 
take great care when attempting and keep any 
clothing well clear. Do NOT attempt to enhance ef¬ 
fect by adding extra oil. 

8. Right here. Over the Rainbow - Introduce some 
colour to your Barbi food, red, green or yellow bell 
peppers are great flame-roasted to enhance 
flavours. Once skin has blackened, place in a plastic 
bag to cool.The skin will then easily peel-off. Green 
and yellow courgettes, also grill well as do chilies, as- 



until well blended. Form into 4 patties approxi¬ 
mately 3/4 inch thick. Place patties on the prepared 
grill. Cover and cook 6 to 8 minutes per side. 


paragus and aubergine. 

9. Be sure to be Criss-Crossed - To achieve profes¬ 
sional, cross-hatch grill-lines, sear meat, fish, poultry 
or fruit/vegetables on a hi-heat, lengthwise to the 
grill-bars. Remove and quickly wipe grill bars with 
oil and repeat at right-angles. Once both sides are 
seared return to normal cooking, turning infre¬ 
quently. 

10. Don't forget its Safety First - Position BBQ's on 
level ground, well away from hedges, fences, or 
overhanging shrubbery. When lighting charcoal, 
only use proper BBQ lighter fuel, never, ever use 
petrol or other flammable liquids. If using gas ensure 
grill lights immediately, if it fails, turn off gas, leave 
for a few minutes and try again.

Lyme Pegis 


1944-2014 


6th-8th JUNE 



FROM November 1943 to June 1944, thousands of Ameri¬ 
can troops were stationed in and around the villages and 
towns of Dorset and Devon as the Allied armies massed in 
preparation for D-Day, the huge invasion of Normandy on 
June 6th 1944 that marked the beginning of the world's lib¬ 
eration from the greatest evil in the history of mankind.

Many of the GIs, C Company of the US 16th Infantry Reg¬ 
iment, were based in Lyme Regis, which, like towns and vil¬ 
lages all around, had sent off its own young men and 
women to serve in the world war. 

Lyme and the Americans quickly became friends. Many 
residents now still fondly remember the great kindnesses 
shown to them as children by the generous GIs of C Com¬ 
pany, some of whom won war brides here. 

Some, including Captain Victor Briggs the commander of 
C Company, married and made a child here; whom they 
would never come home from the war to know. Capt. 
Briggs, who honeymooned at Lyme's Royal Lion Hotel, was 
awarded the Distinguished Service Cross in recognition of 
his valour on D-Day. 

Eleven men from Lyme and nearby villages died in the Nor¬ 
mandy campaign. More than 200 men from the US 16th In¬ 
fantry Regiment fell on Omaha Beach, one of the five 
hellhole Normandy landing sectors. 

To mark the 70th anniversary of D-Day and to salute the 
courage of all those who served that day in the ranks of 
Freedom - the airmen, seamen and soldiers of the British, 
American and Canadian forces and their comrades in the 
French Resistance - the Mayor, Town Council, Royal British 
Legion and the whole community of Lyme Regis is staging 
a weekend of commemoration, from Friday June 6th to 
Sunday June 8th. 

Although the world's main focus will be on the Normandy 
Beaches on June 6th, when leaders of all nations attend cer¬ 
emonies there, Lyme will play its small part by representing 
all of the towns and villages of Dorset and Devon with events 
organised to mark the two counties' own great debt to the 
honoured brave. 

The whole town will be decked out red, white and blue 
with scores of Union Jack and Stars and Stripes flags and 
bunting, as Lyme's 'Flags For Heroes' salute. All are invited 
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to attend the events, especially veterans and relatives of 
World War II Servicemen.

It is very gratifying to me that the people of Lyme 
Regis are honoring their sacrifice and their mem¬ 
ory. I offer my sincere thanks for this tribute.'

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THE TRIALS OF OSCAR WILDE 

THE criminal trials of one of wittiest men who ever lived will be brought to life at the 
BridportArts Centre on Wednesday, July 4th, 7.30pm. Written by his grandson, The Trials 
of Oscar Wilde will feature a host of familiar actors. 

The action starts on 14 February 1895 - the triumphant opening night of The Impor¬ 
tance of Being Earnest and the zenith of Wilde's career. Weeks later Wilde took a libel 
action out against Lord Queensberry, the father of his young friend Bosie, who had ac¬ 
cused him of being a sodomite. Three days into the trial Wilde dropped the case and 
was himself arrested and charged with "unnatural acts" with other men. 

Less than 100 days later, he found himself a common prisoner sentenced to two years 
hard labour. So what happened during the trials and what did Wilde say? Was he harshly 
treated or the author of his own downfall? 

Written with Merlin Holland, Oscar Wilde's grandson and acclaimed author of 'The 
Real Trial of Oscar Wilde', the play is based on the original words spoken in court. 

Merlin Holland said: 'Over the years, there have been a number of attempts to tell the 
story on stage but none of them has really managed to bring alive the drama of Oscar's 
courtroom appearances. Using the actual words from the libel trial, recently discovered 
more than a hundred years after the event, and with a careful reconstruction of Wilde's 
prosecution by the Crown for homosexuality, it's a chance for audiences to see the real 
Oscar for the first time. This new production shows him fighting for his art as well as his 
life and we get a real sense of Oscar's intellect at full stretch - his complexity, wit and 
deep humanity.' 

The play features a talented cast including John Gorick (Holby City and Understudy 
for Rowan Atkinson in Quartermaine's Terms), Rupert Mason (Eastenders, A Touch of 
Frost) and William Kempsell. It is directed by Peter Craze (Doctor Who, Blake's Seven).

"The Mazda franchise dealer network is open 
for fleet business and more are realising that 
corporate sales are a key component of their 
sales mix with Mazda Contract Hire an impor¬ 
tant facet within their overall offering." 

Andrew Marshall, group franchise manager at 
Arnold Clark, one of Mazda's Fleet Specialist 
Dealers, said 2013/14 had been a "transforma¬ 
tional year" for Mazda as corporate sales trac¬ 
tion initially with SKYACTIV powered Mazda 
CX-5 and Mazda6 gathered pace.

LED 
headlamps also now complement the A7 
Sportback's familiar LED daytime running 
lights as standard, and can be further en¬ 
hanced by Matrix LED headlights. 

By quite literally forming a beam using a ma¬ 
trix of individual Light Emitting Diodes, these 
advanced units can provide optimal lighting 
by dimming specific individual diodes to di¬ 
vert their pool of light around oncoming and 
following traffic without reducing their inten¬ 
sity in other areas. Dynamic indicators with a 
sweeping function in the direction of the turn 
are also standard at the rear and optional for 
the front light units. 

The body of the new Audi A7 Sportback con¬ 
sists primarily of aluminium and high-tech 
steel grades.

Many aspects of the 3.0 TDI clean diesel with 
272PS have been newly developed. In the 
"ultra" version with 218PS and front-wheel 
drive, the 3.0-litre V6 is capable of returning
